I have been a Methodist pastor in 
the State of Kansas 
for thirty three 
year3 
and 
as a Methodist want to

State of 
Kansas was submitted 
to the State 
in the fall 
of 
1880 
and 
upon 
its 
adoption the legislature of the fol- 
lowing

winter passed a statute mak ¬ 
ing it operative the first day of the 
next May 
At that time eight hun- 
dred 


¬ 
f the twelve 
hundred saloons 
which were in the State immediately 
closed their 
doors 
to stay 
closed 
forever 
The balance stayed to fight 
and used every known 
legal techni- - 
reality to break down 
and failing in 
that to evade 
the will of 
the peo ¬ 
ple 
The courts both state and fed 
eral 
have 
sustained every phase of 
the 
law 
and 
today 
it is as 
well 
obeyed as any other law on the stat¬ 
ute books 
From 
the very 
beginning 
two 
thirds of the State enforced the law 
and for the last six years it has been 
effective all over the State 
Is Well Enforced 
This does not mean that it is never 
violated 
There 
is no 
law that is 
self enforcing 
and 
few if any that 
arc not violated 
The saloon 
as an 
institution has been 
entirely driven 
from the State 
the 
whiskey
